Managua, April 20.— Tho proposition of 
compromise and Immediate evacuation of 
Corinto by the British, now under consider- 
ation between Washington City, London, 
and tho authorities horo, embraoes the fol- 
lowing points : 

1. Nicaragua is to pay $77,500 indomuity 
at London within two weekB. 

2. Tho British forces aro to bo immediately 
withdrawn from Corinto, without waiting 
for the two weeks to olapao. 

3. A mixed commission of arbitration 1b 
to pass on tho demands of Great Britain's 
excess of tho 577,500 claim, suah commis- 
sion to bo constituted In a manner satisfac- 
tory to the United States and Nicaragua. 

London, April 29 — Advioes stato that 
Z»laya and the cabinet will agree to pay 
§75,000 demanded by England in London 
within fifteen daye, but aska that the Brit- 
ish ships be taken out of tho harbor of Cor- 
into. Thia preliminary is strongly insisted 
upon on aooonnt of tho feoliDg in the coun- 
try, whloh othorwleo might render compli- 
ance with the ultimatum, evon in its modi- 
fied form, impossible, England's answer to 
the request has not yet been given. 

Tho Times saya : " The reply of Minister 
Matsu to the British ultimatum makes 
aotion imperative. Nicaragua must see that 
all her attempts to work upon the sus- 
ceptibilities ot the United States in regard 
to tho British aggrcBsionB aro doomod to 
disappointment. In Bplto of tho efforts of 
jome American papers to oreato ill-feeling, 
one may bolieve that tho American people 
certainly endorse the aotion of their govern- 
ment. In that fact we may seo a fresh Indi- 
cation that Bome closer conneotion of tho 
policies of tho two great Anglo-Saxon peoples 
may yet prove something more than a 
dream." 

The Pall Mall Gazette commenting upon 
the oooapation of Corinto by the British 
equadron under Rear Admiral Stephenson, 
says: "Wo do not want to hurt Nicaragua, 
but only to toach hor manners. President 
Zclaya bowalls Nicaragua's amallnosa and 
weakness. We fanoy that is one point in 
which tho world rogaada Nicaragua with 
satisfaotion. Imagine a hornet as big as an 
elephant." 

The St. James Gazette says : " Great 
Britain hae at length taken proper mea- 
sures with the insolent, anarohial little 
Spanlsh-Amerloan republic If the bar- 
barian republics did not aaloulate upon the 
final protection of the United States they 
would behave themselves. The Monroo 
doctrine has boon the subjeot of muoh fool- 
ish deolamatlon. It Is apparent that it Is 
understood to mean that America Is pre- 
pared to proteot every Spanish-American 
half-breed who thinks fit to rob a Europoan. 
The Nicaragaana and Venezuelans do not 
understand that the noisy eleotionoering 
swagger of Northern papers in America will 
not Inlluonce the aotion of the Fedoral gov- 
ernment. We are now determined to stop 
the Intolerant insolenoo and agression of 
theao caricatures of civilized atatss. Wo 
began with Nioaragna, and it is intimat- 
ed that we intend to concludo with Vene- 
zuela." 

Commenting upon the talk of a general 
alliance between Great Britain and the 
United States, tho St. James Gozotte 
says: "We would rather have tho alll- 
anco with tho United States than any other 
people, but a standing offensive and defen- 
sive agroement 1b a compromising thing. 
Both sides of the agreement would aot to- 
gether in a defined region for a limited num- 
ber of objects. Another matter Is that the 
intoroats of Great Britain and the United 
States in Central America and parts of 
South America ore Identical. Wo do not 
intend to mako conquests any whoro in Am- 
erica, and thereforo the United States has 
no ground for jealousy. Both nations de- 
siro to trade in peace and aro molested by 
Spanish-Amnrioan anarchy. This, too, . is 
tho proper foundation for allied aotion. If 
the United States is propared to act with 
us, wo aro very well diopoaed to aooopt the 
oo-oporation." 

WASHINGTON, April .'10. — Tho Nlcaraguau 
miniBtor wos again a visitor at tho de- 
partment, and it is thought that Nioaragua 
has replied to the suggoation mado yester- 
day looking to tho withdrawal of tho British 
troops from her Boil and the paymont 
of tho Indemnity. While quiet pre- 
vails in Corinto, great excifcomont 
exists in othor towns and cities. 
Business ia practioaliy suspended and whllo 
President Zelaya is generally popular there 
is a strong party in tho ropublic known as 
the Granada party, led by the formor presi- 
dent of the republic, who is ambitious of 
again succeeding to the presidency, 
and any aurronder to tho British 
at this timo would bo playing 
Into tho hands of tho Granada party. 

Sovontoen years ago Nioaragua beoamo 
involvod in a controversy similar to that 
which the republio now has with England. 
Tho Gorman consul was arreated for in- 
dulging in a street fight, but his Identity 
bolng reoognizod ho was roleaaod. Gormany 
demanded an apology and an Indomnity of 
$30,000. Sovoral Gorman men-of-war wero 
sent to Corinto, but the Gorman admiral did 
not permit tho troops to land. Nicaragua 
paid the indomnity. Tho greatost excite- 
mont provallod. 

If tho occupancy of Corinto faila in its 
object, and Groat Britain should declare 
war on Nicaragua, it is eaid that the ad- 
ministration would still decline to intorfero, 
so long aa tho war was carried on not for 
tho aggrandizement of Groab Britain or the 
acquisition of territory, but for tho solo pur- 
pose of collecting tho indomnity. To go 
beyond that, however, tho administration, lb 
is Baid, would consider a violation of tho 
Monroe dootrino, also an express violation 
of tho Clayton-Bulwer troaty, and would 
not bo tolerated. 

It Is pointed out that for tho Unitod 
States to interposo to provonb England from 
oarrying out the presont method of collect- 
ing tho do'-*b would bo equivalent to declar- 
ing a virtual protootorate over Nioaragua, 
and would commit this government to a 
polloy with regard to tho Conbral and South 
American oountries that would keep hor in- 
volvod in endless broils with Europoan 
powers. It would give these atatos tho 
privilege of resisting just claims of other 



countries and taking refuge behind the 
aklrts of the United States, In otlw words, 
all diplomatic correspond iclativo to 
these atatea would practi«'-.iy be oarrled on 
through Washington City. Besides, it 
would really embarrass this government In 
the enforcement of its own claims against 
these oountries. 

' Secretary Herbert says that movements 
of U. S. vosaols in Central America waters 
had nothing to do with tho ocoupation of 
Corinto by the British. The real pnrpose 
was to guard Amerloan interests in Nioara 
gua against a possible revolution. The 
oharaoter of the vessels is sufficient evidence 
that Searotary Herbert does nob expeob them 
to come into hostile conflict with tho British 
ships, for, if it came to that, the small 
cruisers Montgomery and Raleigh would 
find themselves opposed to tho whole British 
West Indies squadron, while on tho Pacific 
the Alert would be left single handed against 
tho British Royal Arthur, Wild Swan and 
Satellite.

At the Opposition caucus to-day It was 
decided to oppose the grant to tho Hudson 
Bay railway. 

CHINA AND JAPAN. 

The latter Will Shortly Reply to Russian. 
German and French Protests. 

London, April 29.— The Times publishes 
a dlspatoh from Kobe saying that the Rub- 
tian and German ministers left Toklo for 
Kobe to seek an Interview with Count Ito, 
president of the Japanese oounoil of min- 
isters, and with VlBoounb Matsu, the 
Japanoso minister of foreign affairs. The 
French minister is aleo oxpeoted here at the 
same time. The Mikado has arrived at Ya- 
koto from Hiroshima. The Times corres- 
pondent in conclusion says : "I loam offici- 
ally that Tuesday's grand celebration of the 
1100th anniversary of the founding of Ya- 
koto baa been postponed, ostonaibly on ac- 
count of tho illnesa of the Mikado. Evi- 
dently the situation is grave." 

Tho Associated Press learns on good 
authority that Japan will reply to the Rub- 
sjan, German and Fronoh protests within a 
few days. 

The Times prints the following dispatoh 
from ItB correspondent at Hongkong : A 
British warship will viBlt tho Peeoadoro 
islands, which are at present In tho hands of 
the Japanese. It is supposed tho Japanese 
wish to hide the massacre of tho Chinese 
garrison thore, because they have Bhown 
anxiety to prevent foreign warships from 
landing Bince the oapturo of the islands. 

Washington City, April 29.— Tho atti- 
tudo of tho United States in tho Eastern 
war trouble Is that tho unvarying policy of 
thia oountry is nob to form alliances which 
may involvo it in complications with the 
countries of Europe or Asia, It ia a roas- 
sortlon of tho polioy of iBolation, except 
in ao far as tho Unitod States may be able 
to oxoroiao a kindly or adviBory influ- 
onoo toward tho adjustment of trou- 
ble involving E»Btern nations. It la 
known poaitivoly that Italy's polioy Ib 
that of a noutral, but that it favors the exe- 
cution of the Japan-China agreement as al- 
roady mado, and to this extent its sympa- 
thiea aro with Japan. Thia will not, how 
ovor, go to tho extent of opposing the Rusbo- 
Franoo German alliance Ib Ib understood 
that Groab Britain's oonrso Ib aloug tho Bame 
lino, andao far as tho United Statoa ia con- 
cerned there will bo no co-operation except 
in Buah kindly way aa may aeom for the in- 
teroBb of all oonoernod, but always short of 
an alliance. 

Yokohama, April 29.— Tho Mikado ia suf- 
fering from a chill. The dato of the de- 
parture of Count Ito, president of the 
Japaneao council of ministers, for Chofoo to 
ratify tho troaty of poaco has not yet boon 
determined upon. 

Bekun, April 29. — Tho North Gorman 
Gazette, aoml-offiolal, Bays May 8 la the dato 
fixed for tho ratification of the Chinese- 
Japanese treaty of poaco. The ratification 
will bo oxohongod at Chofoo. 

Tho North German Gazotto acousos Groat 
Britain of inconaiatonoy in having at 
tho beginning of the war supported 
China, wbilo Germany throughout coun- 
aoled Japan to aob with moderation. 
The faot that Gormany finda heraolf in 
harmony with Franco and Russia, tho paper 
adda, la a matter of congratulation, as a atop 
in tho honorable and open polioy of peace 
whioh she pursues in Europe.

The Elections in Greece— Capture of 
Chitral Rebels-Disturbances 
iu Formosa. 



London, April 29, — A dlapatoh from 
Sebastopol saya tho Ruasian warship Pen- 
deraklia, of the Black sea fleet, came into 
oollislon at three o'olook yesterday with 
the Russian mail steamer Kotzobu near the 
Taklnhut lighthouse. Tho Kotzabu filled 
rapidly. MoBb of the passengers and orew 
wero taken aboard the Pendoraklia from the 
Kotzebu's deokB, othera were picked np 
aftor ehe went down. Five men sank with 
the ship and were lost. Tho warahip was 
damaged bolow tho wator lino. Sho is an 
analont vessel noarly twenty years old. 

The marriago of tho Duchess of Marlbor- 
ough and Lord William Beresford was sol- 
omnized at noon to-day at tho EpLaoopal 
ohurch of Sb. George, in Hanover Square. 
Thia is the third marriage of tho bride. Her 
first husband was William Hammereley, a 
New York morohanb, who ab his death left 
her a fortuno of several milliona. This by 
judloiouB Investments Bhe haa largely in- 
creased. A few- years ago she beoame the 
wife of the Duke of Marlborough, and thus 
allied herself with one of tho oldest peerages 
in Great Britain. The DuohesB' third hua- 
band— tho bridegroom of to day, la aa popu- 
lar as his brother, Lord CharleB Bercaford, 
the noted sailor and naval authority. He 
has been military secretary to so many vice- 
roys that he was regarded as a kind ot auto- 
crat In Calcutta, and was reoognized as the 
arbiter in all faahionable sporting matters 
In Anglo-Indian aooiety. The Duchess has 
taken a twenty-ono year lease of the magni- 
ficent estato of Deepdene from Lord Francis 
Hope. 

The Times publishes a dispatoh from Dire, 
in the Chitral distriot, which says : The 
Khan of Dire has arrived horo with Sher 
Afzul, tho fugitive usurper of the throne of 
Chitral, and 1,500 othor prisoner. He drove 
Sher Afzul through the snow and foroed him 
to surrender. The political effeot of the 
oapture is very important. The where- 
abouts of Umra Khan are uncertain. Twenty 
of his men have been oaptured and disarmed 
of carbines. The number of rifles and the 
immense quantities of government ammu- 
nition found in the hands of the rebels 
oauaed considerable aurpriae. Ten thousand 
oartridges were found in the Dire fort in 
sealed government boxea. 
. The inquiry Into the sinking . of the 
steamer Elbe by the steamer Cralthie was 
reBumed at Lowestoft to-day. The Bteward 
of the latter veeael testified that when Bhe 
oraahed into the Elbe tho oaptain of the 
Cralthie came on deck and shouted to the 
mate, " You've done it now." The seaman 
steering tho Craithle testified that the wea- 
ther aoreen on the atarboard aide of the ves- 
sel prevented him from seeing except 
straight ahead. Mate Craig, of the Cralthie, 
said when he saw the Elbe's light ib was too 
late to avoid a oollislon. He denied the 
Craithle's steward's statements that he was 
absent from the bridge. 

It has been learned that immediately after 
her husband was arreated Mrs. Wilde took 
her children and her belongings from the 
Wilde residence on Tlte atreet, and In- 
structed her lawyer to institute proceed- 
ings for a dlvoroo. Oscar's brother, formerly 
the husband of Mrs. Frank Leslie, who dis- 
carded him, had to raise the money last 
week to pay Oscar'a lawyera for their aer- 
vicoB. When the former visited the Old 
Bailey to inform his brother that the money 
had been paid to Sir Edward Clarko, ooun- 
ael, Oscar said : " Don't come to see me ; I 
don't wiBh to Bee my people," 

A dispatch to the Times from Hongkong 
aaya that aerloua disturbances havo broken 
out on the island of Formosa. On April 23 
the Chineao soldiers killed their general. 
The governor's body guard attaoked the' 
mutinoua soldiers, and thirty men wore out 
to pieoes and fifty wounded. The Chinese 
artillery ,threatens to fire on any veBael 
leaving the island with treasure. Tho sav- 
agea are coming down from tho hills to at- 
taok tho Chinese, and the position of the 
whiten on the island is critical. 

In the olootions on Sunday for members 
of the Greek parliament, ex-Promler Tri- 
ooupia, leader of the oppoaition, was unseat- 
ed by 115 votes. Only about ten of hia sup- 
porters wero elected. On tho othor hand, 
M. Dolyannia and party received three- 
fourths of tho votea oast. Dolyannia is the 
presont prime minister.

The Chilian Consul Complains of Ne- 
glect in Vancouver's Civic 
Hospital. 



That Police Inquiry—Proposed- Elec- 
tric Enterprises at West- 
minster City. 



(Spools! to the Colonist.) 

VANCOUVER. 

Vancouver, April 30.— Chilian Consul 
Morris has written to the council referring 
to the coroner's inquest to inquire into the 
death of the Chilian, Juan Alverardo, on 
whioh occasion the jury docided that Alver 
ardo came to his death through tho careless 
noss of some one conneoted with the city 
hospital, where ho was refused admittance 
■when very 'flick. The matter was discussed 
ab some length in the council and referred to 
the board of health. Alverardo's death ere 
ated great excitement among tho Chilians 
hero. He applied to Chilian Consul Morris 
whon very ill for assistance, and Mr. Morria 
gave him a lottor to Dr. Thomas, the city 
health officer. Dr. Thomas Bent him with 
Morris' letter to tho hospital, arriving there, 
however, before the Chilian did. Ho spoke 
of the case to the matron, and told hor if 
Alverardo was a sailor ho should go to tho 
Sisters' hospital, for they had an arrange, 
ment with the government to admit all sail- 
ors. When Alverardo arrived the matron 
of the oity hospital Bent him to the Sisters' 
hospital thinking ho was a sailor. He did 
not go to the Sisters' hospital, bub went to 
the cabin of a friend on Coal Harbor, where 
he gob no medicine and very little nourish, 
ment, dying in a few dayB of pneumonia. 
Mr. Morris is putting tho case before tho 
Chilian government and is trying to get 
satisfaction from the oity. 

The agreement bebween the oity and the 
tramway company regarding permanent 
construction was read olauso by clause last 
night ab the oounoil, and finally adopted. 

Mayor Collins has asked to bo relieved 
from presiding ab the police investigation, 
and that the matter be taken before a judge. 
Alderman Gallagher has declined to ba 
guided by the Mayor or the City Solicitor 
during the investigation, and has refused to 
rocogniza the Mayor aa presiding officer. 
Several aldermon spoke ab great length, 
designating tho investigation as a farce and 
aide show. There tho matter dropped, and 
it is not known when or where ib will be 
taken up again.

THE ISLAND COLONY. 

Newfoundland's Sealing Season la Host Sue 
cessful one— Strong Feeling Against 
Confederation. 

St. Johns, Nfld., April 30.— (Spooial.)— 
The sealing season just endod has boon ono 
of tho most successful on record. Two- 
thirds of tho stcatnors engaged did remark' 
ably well, whilo tho romaindor mado onough 
to pay expenaes. Tho value of the catch is 
oetimatod to bo S500.000. This will prove 
wonderfully bencfiolal in tho way of bring- 
ing about tho reoovery of tho colony from 
tho reaont commercial disasters.

SEALERS OVER THE SEA. 

M. Kane, a dlebressod seaman from the 
sealing schooner Roaio Olsen, now hunting 
on the Japanese coast, arrived home yester- 
day by the Empress of China. The Olsen, 
having had to be re-eqnipped with canoes, 
did not leave Yokohama until April 3. 
Early in the same month the Brenda was in 
Yokohama and landed there a man named 
Petorson who had had his arm broken 
Three of the Brenda's crew, who had 
deserted through trouble aboard, were re- 
placed whilo the schooner was in port. On 
April 14 the Allie I. Alger put into Yoko 
hama to land another seaman with a broken 
arm, and reported a oatch of 250 skins, 
The W. P. Hall, whioh is well known here, 
is now a coal hulk, Capb. Brown, who had 
charge of her, being oub bhis year in the 
Arctic. The weather on the Japanese coast 
is reported to be very rough and sealors are 
thought to be doing poorly.

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BliOWN & EBB v. JOWETT. 



Keversal of the Decision of Mr. Jus 
tice Crease by the Fall . 
Court. 



Fall Text of the Judgment of Hon. 
Chief Justice / 
Davie. 



The following is the judgment of the 
Chief Justice in the appeal of Brown & Erh 
v. Jowett, deoldod by the Full oourt on 
Thursday, Davie, C. J., MoCreight and 
Drake, JJ., presiding : 

The plaiutiffa, who are manufacturers 
carrying on businesa at Berlin, in the pro 
viooe of Ontario, became creditors of a firm 
ofMoDonald & Co., trading at Nolson in 
British Columbia, in the sum of S5.220.68 
for goods sold and delivered, and drafts upon 
the firm of MoDonald & Co. in ■ reapeob to 
auoh indebtedness having been dishonored, 
the plalntifTY agent, Middleton, in the fall 
of 1893, oame to British Columbia and 
nuked MoDonald & Co. for payment or for 
Boourity of their indebtedness, promising 
MoDonald & Cj. that if they would givo 
him security lhe plaintiffs would "carry 
thorn on," meaning, as I tako it, would ex- 
tond them further oroditi. To quote from 
tho rather nieugoriy roported but uncon- 
tradicted evidence of JameB McDonald, who 
was callod at the trial, "Mr. Middleton 
was very friendly, and did not wish to do 
anything to harm mo but to secure them- 
selves. If ho gi»vo that mortgage he could 
go along and nobody would trouble him." 
At this timo it appears that MoDonald & 
Co.'s stock in trada, principally procured 
from the plaintiffs, w .a already mortgaged 
to a relative of one of tho firm for the nom- 
inal amount of $5,000— but of which there 
bad been consideration to the extent of 
§1,000 only, and that for the purpose of 
aecuring tho plaintiffs by a first mortgage 
upon the same stook, the relativo relin- 
quished his mortgage, and thereupon the in- 
debtedness of 55,220 US, whioh was then 
overdue, wbb arranged by the aocoptanoe 
by Middleton of four promissory notes 
dated 13ch October, 1S93, for equal amounts 
payable at three, six, nine and :welve 
months, carrying interest at eight per cent, 
per annum, and scoured by a bill of Bale by 
way of mortgage, whioh, subject to the ob- 
jection presently considered, waa duly regis- 
tored, ot all tbe stock in trade of McDonald 
& Co., a schodulo whereof was attached to 
tho bill of Bale. I assume that McDonald & 
Co. woro in insolvent circumstanoeB, for 
they owed $12,000 besides the plaiutiffa' 
claim, and their assets do not oppear to 
havo been equal to this aum. 

Some time after making the bill of sale to 
the plaintiffs McDonald k Co. asssignod to 
tbe defendant Jowett (who was also a 
creditor in a small amount), for the benefit 
of creditors generally, and he, immediately 
upon the assignment, took possession of the 
stock in trade which had been mortgaged 
to the plaintiffs who thereupon brought this 
action to reoover the goods from him. 
Jowett pleads, among other things, that the 
bill of sale was made with intent to defeat 
and delay the oreditors of the said firm, or 
with intent to give the plaintiffs a preference 
over the other creditors of the aald firm, and 
be claims the bonefic of ohapter 51 of the 
Consolidated Acts of British Columbia (an 
act respecting the fraudulent preference of 
creditors by persona in insolvent circum- 
stances), and of the statute of 13 Elizabeth, 
ohapter 5, and the learned judge at the trial 
In supporting this defence finds " that 
there was a ooncurrenoe of intention to givo 
an unlawful and voluntary preference be- 
tween the mortgagor and mortgagee, and 
that the bill of sale is null and void as 
againat the creditors." 

It waa urged before ua that it 1b not com- 
petent for the assignee, who It waB argued 
stands in no higher position than the grantor, 
to attack this bill of Bale, and that aa a 
creditor without judgment he oould not im- 
peach tho deed. As, however, consideration 
of these points ia unnecessary in the view I 
take, I express no opinion upon them. There 
was abundant consideration for this bill of 
Bale, and it was no way a mere cloak or 
method of retaining a benefit for the grantor. 
It ie, therefore, a perfeotly good deed so far 
as the statute of Elizabeth ie concerned, 
Alton v. Harrison, L R. 4, ohap. 622— and 
that it may havo been made with Intention 
to give a preference to the grantee would 
not of itself affect the validity of tho bill of 
sale under the statute of Elizabeth, nor at 
common law, neither ia there anything un- 
lawful in the mere ciroumBtanco of preferring 
one creditor toanother — Middleton v. Pocock, 
L.K, 2 Ch. D. 108 — unless the case is one 
whioh falls within the provisions of tho 
provincial statute, V. S. B. C. Chap. 51, 
which onacts that "in case any porson be- 
ing at the timo in insolvent circumstances 
(whioh, as I stated before, I assume the 
grantors in this case were) . . . makes 
any . . assignment or transfer of his 
goods, chattels or effects . . . with in- 
tent to defeat or delay the creditors of auch 
person, or with intent to givo one or more 
of the creditors of auoh person a preference 
over his other creditors, . every such as- 
signment or transfer . . Bhall be null 
and void as againBt tho oreditors of such 
person." So far as regards the intonb to de- 
feat or delay oreditors, thoao expressions 
carry law no further than tho statute of 
Elizabeth, and tho construction which the 
othor language of tho statute applioablo to 
this oaao has receivod — both in England and 
Canada— (see Stophena vs. McArthur, 19 
C.S.C.B, 446, where tho principal cbbos are 
referred to) shows that tho preference in- 
tended by the statute is a voluntary pre- 
ference, and that the act doos not apply 
whore tho transfer has been Induced by 
pressuro on tho part of tho creditor. I 
think there was abundant proof of pressure 
in this case. In StophenB vs. McArthur 
(vhi Sup) it was hold that a mere demand 
by tho oredltor without oven a threat of 
legal proceedings is sufEoiont prossuro to 
rebufj tho presumption of a proforonoo. In 
this case it would appear that tho oreditor 
had come all tho way from Berlin, Oat., to 
enforco his demand if necessary, and it ie a 
mistako to suppose that booauso Middleton, 
tho agent, adopted gentlo methods to se- 
cure what ho wonted, " was vory frlondly, 
and did not wish to do anything to harm 
me," in fact, ae MoDonald told Jowott, 
" had not put any pressure upon him," that 
ho had not quietly but firmly given Mr. 
McDonald to understand that he had oome 
to obtain payment or soourity, and wa8 go- 
ing to have it. A busiueas man pressing for 
his monoy would sot procisoly as Middleton 
ib dosoribod to havo acted horo, and Mr. Mo- 
Donald, in his ovidonce, saye "Mr. Middleton 
came here at tho fail of the yoar, and there 
had been drafts unpaid, so then ho wanted 
an nndoratandlng for aoourlty. Ho asked for 
his monoy or soourity. I hardly romombor if 
ho asked onoo or twioo. He aakod for soour- 
ity for hla monoy." So far thou from thore be- 
ing anything voluntary in this transaatlon 
on McDonald's part, hia action was the 
mere submission to tho demand of the 
creditor for hia money or seourity, and bo 
potent was thl» domand that tho relative 



was made to give up his prior mortgage 
Moreover MaDonald'a oonBent to give the 
bill of sale waa evidently brought Bb mt, 
largely if not wholly, by tho promieo.of 
Middleton to givo him further credit, the 
effect of which by enabling him to carry on 
and excrioato himself from hia difficulties, 
would of itsolf remove the case- from tho 
operation of tho provincial ataluto. 

But it ia pleaded and has been strongly 
nrgod before us that the registration of tbo 
bill of aa'o is void, in that the jurat to tho 
bffidavit omita mention of the place whore 
Bworn and non conatat it wan not sworn 
within tho jurisdiction. The jurat, how- 
ever, complies with the form supplied by 
ths statute and it appears upon the faoe of 
It that the offidavlt waa aworn before a om- 
missioner to administer oaths in B. C. It 
must therefore, I think, be presumed that 
the functionary taking tho affidavit acted 
within the limits within whioh he had 
authority to take it, and not elsewhere, and 
that therefore tho affidavit is unobjection- 
able See French v. Bellew I. M. & S. 302; 
Meek v. Ward, 10 Haro 710; Reg. v. At- 
kinson, 17 U.C.C.P. 295, and ex parlc John- 
flon re Chapman, 50 L.T. N.S. 214. 

For these reasons I am of opinion that the 
judgment of tho court below must be re 
vorsod and judgment entered in lieu thereof 
for tho plaiutiffa, for a return of tho goods 
and chattels sued for. 

There is no evidonoo of any aotual dam- 
age to the plaintiffs owing to the detontion, 
and even if thore woro any damage, they 
could havo avoided tho same by replevying 
the goods. I think therefore there should 
be nominal damages in the sum of $1 for 
detention, and, as tho plaintiffs aak it#an 
aocount of any moneys received by the de- 
fendant from the aalo of any of tho goods, 
and judgment for tho amount which may be 
found duo on taking such account. 

The dofondant should, I think, pay the 
costs of tho action in the court below and of 
this appeal. 

We will hear furthor argurront as to tho 
form of tho judgment as to damages, If any, 
for dotention and tho quostion of account.

CITY'S WORK. 

It is to be hoped that tho disagreement 
batwoen the Councillors about days' work 
will not end in victimizing bhe taxpayers. 
We think tho experience of the Corporation 
— even recent experience— should show them 
whioh is best for the taxpayers— to have 
work done by contraot or by days' work. 
Wo have heard that in the progress of a 
work that is going on now any alderman 
who honestly wanted to find out which is 
the bettor system could easily do so. Part 
of the work was done by days' work and 
p>rb under contract, and that part cost the 
citizens two or three times as much as the 
other. We may have been misinformed, 
bub those who are and have been in charge 
of the new electric light works, if thoy were 
examined by tho proper authorities in the 
proper way, could tell the whole story. If 
what we have heard is true the taxpayers 
have been sadly victimized in that business, 
and it would bo a groat deal worse than 
folly to have it repeated in tho construction 
of the new filter beds and the works con- 
nected therewith. There seems to bo an 
impression abroad that the olty is good pay 
and an easy master, and that consequently 
any ono employed by ib would be very 
foolish indeed to work too hard and so finish 
bhe job too soon, This is a matter that 
should be closely Inquired into. Ib is use- 
less to theorize on suoh a subject. What is 
the lesson taught by experience on this sub- 
ject so important both to tho taxpayers and 
the City Council ? 

THE PREMIER'S SPEECH. 

We are quite sure that tho people of the 
Dominion of all shadea of political opinion 
and of every orocd will admire the speech 
whioh the Premier of the Dominion, Sir 
Maokenzie Bowell, made in the debate on 
the address. It is the oloar, straightfor- 
ward utterance of an honest man. Ib is 
also the courageous utterance of a aonecien- 
tious statesman who Is determined to do 
what hobelioves to be right, let the conse- 
quences to iiim and to his party be what 
they may. 

There is very little of what is commonly 
oalled polioy in tho speech of the Premier. 
In this it is a perfect contrast to the Hpeech 
of the Loader of tho Opposition. Sir Mac- 
kenzie Bowell sees tho path of duty clear 
before him. Ho has entered on that path 
and is determined to follow it to 
bhe end, no mattor how many they 
are who seek to doter him, or what obstacles 
and dangers lie in his way. Tho Hon. Mr, 
Liurior speaks like a man who has not yet 
made up bis mind what diieotion ho may 
tako or what ho will do. He is evidently 
lying in wait for his opponent, determined 
to thwart and to annoy him qulto regardless 
of tho coarse he may tako, whothor it is 
right or whothor it is wrong. Ho has ovi 
dontly no line of conduct marked out oxcopb 
that of worrying and harraosing Sir Mao- 
kenzie and his colleoguoa, 

Wo find that tho Premier's speech has ox- 
tortod tho admiration of tho Montreal Star, 
whioh has of late been not at all favorablo 
to tho Government, and which has beon 
freely quoted by tho Opposition organs as 
disapproving of tho polioy of tho Adminis- 
tration. This is what tho Star says about 
Sir Maokonzie Bowell's apoooh on tho ad- 
dress : 

Sir Maokonz'to Bowoll's spoooh on the Ad- 
dross, or, rather, on tho Manitoba Sahool 
quostion, will, wo foar, necoHsitato tho re- 
modelling of a groat many speechou on the 
Bamo subjoct carefully proparod by honor- 
able momborB who oooupy tho back bonohos 
on tho loft of tho Spoakor. Aftor suoh an 
utterance it would bo absurd to taunt the 
Promior with oowurdico in dealing with tho 
moBt dangerous, if not tho most important, 
quostion of tho hour. 

There may bo dilToronoos of opinion in tho 
Cabinob on tho school quostion, but thero 
is no possibility of mistaking tho attitude 
of tho First Minister. Whatovor the Pre- 
mier's oppononta may consider to bo his 
shortcomings, wo do nob think any pno will 
protond that a lack of courago or determina- 
tion is oharaotoristlo of him. Ho has do- 
olarod that If the Manitoba Legislature does 
nob apply romodial legislation for tho bene- 



fit of the Manitoba minority the Dominion 
Government will do ao, and, if all the 
Orangemen from Pioton to bhe Weab riding 
of York desert him, we doubt nob that he 
will fulfil his promise. The faob that Sir 
1 Mackenzie did not reveal tho nature of his 
soheme for ameliorating tho condition of 
tho Manitoba minority does nob detraot 
from bha frankness of his utteranoe. He is 
not called upon to make any statement on 
this point until the Manitoba Legislature 
has had an opportunity of acting, in fact it 
would lurdly be in good tusto to do so. 

The apaech wob a dignified and ablo one 
and the presence of an activo and vigorous 
Premier in the Senate will add groacly to 
the importance of and tho publio interest in 
the dobt.tes of tho Upper House. Sir Mao- 
kenzie evidently has no intention of filling a 
minor role. Tho accident that he sits in the 
Senate and not in the Houso of Commons 
will not prevent him from being the roal as 
well as the nominal head of the Government. 
It looks as though he had arrived at the 
conclusion that whore Maokonzle'sita is the 
head of tho table. 

After all, this plain, blunt, honest utter- 
anoe^may be the most politic Bpeeoh which 
tho Premier eould have delivered. Tho 
political triokster is completely at fault 
when his opponent is open, frank, direct 
and entirely devoid ot art. His skill of 
fence Is of little use to him in contending 
with such an antagonist. 

A SHARP REBUKE. 

Harper's Wookly administers a severe re- 
buko to tho jiDgo tail-twisters of the Frye 
and Lodge stamp. The insolence and 
arrogance with whioh they speak of nationB 
friendly to the United States utterly dis- 
gust that respectable journal. It regards 
tho tribe as dangerous to tho peaoo of tho 
country. The language ib uses in de- 
nouncing the howlors la very strong and ex- 
ceedingly contemptuous. Ib says : 

No patriotic oitizon can contemplate tho 
oxaltod place thus open to the United States 
among the nations of tho earth without 
being disgusted at tho bo called " Ameri- 
can " statesmanship of tho Fryea and the 
Lodges und the Morgans, whioh would do- 
grade the republio to tho level of a common 
ruffian and bully, constantly strutting about 
with a chip on his shoulder defying anyone 
to touch ib. Thero is something in- 
expressibly vulgar and contemptible 
in the eternal balderdash that Euro- 
pean powers, whioh aro only too 
glad to remain on good torms with us, are 
incessantly Booking to insult us, and that 
wo need a big navy and " koya " and " out- 
posts " in various parts of the world to pro- 
toot our commerce against their Insolence 
and rapacity. Thoso who Indulgo in such 
tall talk lack not only good sense and 
respeob for the truth, but the first concep- 
tion of the true power and dignity of their 
country. It has always been tho just prido 
of tho American peoplo that they aro the 
only great nation in tho world whioh does 
not need a iargo army or navy. Our moral 
authority well taken care of and assorted 
with dignity will bo far more powerful than 
thousands of guns. Shall wo surrondcr this 
inestimable privilege to a few reckless rant- 
ers who ahoub for a spirited foreign polioy 
which is ruffianism, and for a delusion of 
greatness which means degradation and dis- 
honor? 

It is quite possible that tho United 
States' tall talkers may place their country 
in a poaition out of whioh ib may 
cost millions of treasure and thousands 
of lives to extricate itBolf. As the Weekly 
truly observea, the nations ofjEurope put up 
with more insolent and defianb talk from the 
politicians and tho journalists of the United 
States than they would dream of tolerating 
from the same classoa belonging to any 
other nation. As tho Weekly asserts : 
"European powers submit to more rudeness 
from the republic thap from any other coun- 
try. . . . Clearly the republio ia treat- 
ed by all tbe European ipowors, Great Bri- 
tain included, as a sort of privileged char- 
acter." Bub it oannob bo expected that this 
sort of thing will go on for over. Tho Yan- 
kee braggarts will probably somo day 
troopaBS too far on tho forboaranco of a 
foreign power with consequences most sort 
ous to both that power and tho United 
States. And all for nothing. Tho blather 
skiteB are now merely a nuisance; they may 
any day become a curse. 

A POSITIVE DENIAL. 

We give insertion to the following note 
from Mr. Bostock with a great deal of 
pleasure. It Is a plain, straightforward 
Btatemont, and wo ohootfully give ib the 
publicity and the prominence that its 1m 
portanco deaorvoa : 

To the Editor: — In your papor of tho 
27 th inst. you state llatly that " Mr. Boatock 
declares that ho recognizes that free trado 
will not Buit Canada." Allow me to say 
that I have never made any such statement.

Our authority for tho statement to which 
Mr. BoBtook takes oxcoption Is, as our 
roadora may remember, tho Nelson Minor, a 
newspaper circulating In tho diatricb for the 
representation of which in tho Dominion 
Parliament Mr. Bostook is a candidate. In 
tho Sbsuo of that papor for March 30 was an 
editorial, from whioh the following Ib an ox 
traob : 

Hia (Mr. Boatock's) address haa been pub- 
lished far and wido, and defies criticism. 
That is to Bay tho critloisrn of fair and hon- 
osb opponents, who will take ib aB it is, and 
nob try to make ib Bomothlng olso. For in- 
stance, in moro than ono journal wo have 
noticed that Mr. Boatock la aob up for a froo 
trador. He never says so in hia address. 
But unscrupulous porsona protend that he 
did and thon assail him In tho charaotor 
whioh they thomBolvca havo pub upon him. 

Mr. Boatock's two chiof planka are : 
Dovolopmont of tho natural roaouroea of tho 
country and a reduction (nob abolition) of 
customs duticB. 

With regard to tho tariff, Mi-. BoHtook, 
whatever hie own privato oonviotiona may 
bo, roaognizos that freo trudo would not 
Butt Canada. 

Wo noticed this article in our isauo of 
April 6. Aa Mr. Bostock did nob repudiate 
tho atatemonta made by tho Minor, and aa 
ho was sllonb with regard to our oommontB 
on Its nrticlo, wo naturally conoludod that 
what tho Minor said about him was truo. 
Wo, howovor, find that wo were mistaken, 
and lb only remains for us to say thab wo 
rogrob having mlaropresoutod Mr. Bostook. 
Wo certainly had no auoh intention. 



DIMINISHED TAXATION. 

A good deal haB been said of late about 
excessive taxation. Thoeo who make this 
complaint do nob seem to know that tho 
taxation of the Dominion has boon lowered 
considerably of late years. The returns for 
1891 show thab tho revenue from oustoms 
was lose per oapita than it was in 1875. 
The Montreal Gaz\tte, whioh haa become 
an authority in matters of finonao, says : 

Tho relief granted tho peoplo by the ro- 
mlsBiona of taxation in the lust four or fivo 
years has beon moan substantial, and if a 
deficit in tho revenue now oppoaru its sourco 
is to ba found in this faob and nob in an in- 
crease of tho publio expenditure Por head of 
population, tho amount of customs duties 
paid has boon aa follows : 

1871 ?3 77 18tK) $5 01 

1875. 3 95 1892 1 20 

1882 1 95 1893 i 2B 

1883 5 23 18J1 3 80 

The percentage on duty on tho value of 
goods onterod for oonaumptiou haa beon 
also diminished. In 1881 ib omountod to 
20 19 per cent., in 1889 to 21 65 per oont., 
in 1892 to 17 56 per coot , and in 1894 to 
17.13 per cent. Tho Canadian people are 
paying to-day, uudor tho revisod tariff, 
fully SI 25 por head less into the Federal 
treasury than they paid in 18S9, and 20 
cents per head Iobb than they paid in 1875, 
when a tariff for revonue only waB in opera- 
tion. To speak, theroforo, of an excessive 
and grinding taxation under tho National 
Polioy is to porvort tho faota.

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CANADA' FINANCIAL STATUS. 

To the Editor :— Mr. Wilton has devot- 
ed a good deal of space to Mr. MoPhillipa, 
and Mr. McPhillipa to Mr. Wilson, on the 

Sueatton as to whether Canada or the 
United States ia tho worst off from a finan- 
cial point of view. I do not know that any 
thing substantial is to be gained, so far us 
the real issue before the eleotora is con 
earned, by tho oontention of either otdo bo 
ing established. Mr. MoPhillipa ia u strong 
Conservative, and consequently looka at the 
whole matter largely from a party stand- 
point. Mr. Wilson is a provlnclallsb, pure 
and aimplo, or, in other words, a politioian 
for " revenue only," bo far as British Col 
umbia ia concerned. If Mr. MoPhilips be 
correct, it doesn't neoessarlly prove that a 
proteotive tariff la the proper polioy for our 
statesmen to pursue in regard to Canada ; 
hut only that moderate protection 
on this side has nob led .to results quite so 
had as immoderate or extreme protection in 
the United States. On the other hand, if 
Mr. Wilson bo oorreot, it only goes to Bhow 
that tho United States, under a high pro- 
tective tariff, has not been so badly off as 
Canada with a moderate tariff, the only 
logioal inference from this being that to bet- 
ter onr oondltion wo should raise our tariff 
still higher. As a matter of fact, thore are 
so many things entering into the life of a 
nation, that to strive to account for any cer- 
tain state of affairs by reasoning from a 
single faot or set of facts iis on a par with 
the old-faahioned acionce of medicine whioh 
referred all diseases to oortain " humors " 
of the blood. 

At the present time in the United 
Statea the ailver men attribute the 
recent crisis to what is practically demone- 
tization of Bilver ; the labor party blame the 
monopolistic tendency of the age common to 
all countries ; tho free traders lay it at the 
door of proteotion ; and tho MoKinleyites 
point to the "Wilson bill" as the cause. 
No one set of tacts is sufficient to explain it- 
tTo acoount for tho wealth and progress of 
the Unltod Statos up to a cortain point is to 
enter a wide field of investigation, and to 
embark on a speculation ua to Canada's 
present condition and future baaed on 
Btatlstioal comparisons therewith is wholly 
futile. Tho history and conditions of the 
two countries are so dissimilar that the 
common application of any series of bald 
facts must lead to erroneous and irroaoncll- 
able conclusions. For instance, Great 
Britain and the United Statos have eaoh ex- 
perienced alternato perioda of great pros- 
perity and depression, one under ultra 
free trade, the other under ultra 
proteotion. We oannot acoount for 
both in the same way, that is on tho ab- 
stract merits of free trade and proteotion, 
because one result is the complete refuta- 
tion of the theory underlying the other. 
We have to take into consideration the con- 
ditions which gave rise to and perpetuated 
the fiscal polioy in eaoh case. The condi- 
tions were as different as tho processeB gov- 
erned by them. One was an insular com- 
munity dependent upon trade with the 
world and upon colonial expansion ; tho other 
WM-GontinoatsJ Jn extent, and compaot, de- 
pendent upon the development of internal 
resources. 

Canada, on the other hand, has been 
evolved out of and through conditions in no 
way comparable with those of the other two. 
She must, therefore, follow on the lines not 
of experience in either of the two countries 
named, bub on lines dictated by 
her own requirements and peculiar 
environments. In Dominion politics 
we must be federalists, not provinoialiats, 
otherwise the Dominion would soon be re- 
solved into elements of war, each province 
contending for the greatest share of spoils, 
irrespective of the rights or tho good of the 
whole. I, therefore, see no good in pelting 
mad at Canada or the United States for 
what she is or is not. Nothing is to bo gain- 
ed by trying to make either one worse than 
or as bad as she is for pnrely political pur- 
poses, because, from a business point of 
view, one rcaotaon the other, and prosperity 
or depression in one is followed invariably in 
some degree by prosperity or depression in 
the other. 

Reverting, however, to the "argument," 
I fear that if Mr. Wllaon'8 conclusions are 
not more worthy than his "facts" iin sup- 
port of them the former can have but little 
force indeed. I do not know where Mr. 
Wilson gob his figures, but they do not tally 
with official statements. To quote an in- 
stance : He says : 

" Liabilities in Canada, 1394, $17,724,000. 

" Multiply by 13 to give as large propor- 
tionate liabilities In the States, $230,412,- 
000. 

" Aotual liabilities in the States, only 
$149,595,000." 

I find in the Star Almanac, Montreal, the 
liabilities of failures in Canada, 1893, stated 
as $7,315,229, and in 1894, $9,500,042 (not 
$17,724,000). 

Multiply these by 13, the proportion of 
populati-.il, to arrive at tho proportionate 
liabilities in tho United Statea, and you get 
$95,097,977 for 1893, and $123,508,340 for 
1894. 

Turning to tho Statistical Abstract of the 
United Statoa (official) I find actual liabil- 
itioa of commercial and buainoss firms (ex- 
clusive of railways and bank failures) were 
$340,749,889 and $172,993,850 for 1893 and 
1894 respectively, or for 1893, proportion- 
ately, nearly four tlmos in the United 
Statoa what they wore in Can- 
ada, and for 1894, about $50,000,000 
more. Those figures, tho oorrectnosB of 
which must bo accepted, I submit, oompleto- 
ly shatter Mr. Wilson's contention so far as 
the rolative position of Canada and tho 
Unitod States is concornod. 

.1 might also point out that whilo tho 
total public Indebtedness of tho United 
States is loss per hoad than that of Canada, 
mortgages on real estate in 1890 (census re- 
turn) amounted to $6,019,079,985 or in 
round numbers $100 per hoad for overy man, 
woman and child in tho United Statos, or 
$500 for overy hoad of a family. This doeB 
not includo chattol mortgages, whioh would 
probably amount to one-tenth moro. 

In Ontario, tho only provlnoa from which 
such statistics aro available, thero woro$90,- 
000,000 in 1890, of niortgugos on roal ostato, 
which ia Iobs than $45 por hoad. 

I rofor to thoso to show that Mr. Wilson 
waa not only wrong in making 
such comparisona at all, but wrong in 
tho data ho used in aupportlng thorn. His 
contontion, theroforo, whatever may have 
been its object, is rendered worse than 
futile. Kosides, if wo had not thoso figures 
at all, wo have common senBO and expori- 
onco to assuro us that Mr. Wilson is in 
error. Daring tho years of 1893 and 1894, 
dull as times have been In Canada, com- 
pared with formor years, wo havo had the 
sueponsion of but one charterod bank to re- 
cord, and that was duo to diversion of 
funds, not buBinoss causeB ; no railways 
have gono Into liquidation ; no industries on 
a largo scale havo closod thoir doors ; trado 
has kept well up ; and public revenues have 
not floriously diminished. Wo havo never 
at any time been on tho vorgo of panic, or 
at all near it ; there has novor boon a sud- 
den or wide spread drop in securities. We 
havo alwayo been solid and safo, oven if a 
bit dull. Our public aocuritioB have re- 
mained gilt-edged. 

I havo stated that to prove that Canada 
Is not as bad off as the United 
States, is nob " nocoeaarily " an argu- 



ment In favor of our fiscal polioy, 
bub practically its effect is in that direction. 
If wo take Canada's position as oompared 
with the severe financial crisis through 
whioh the United StatCB has pasBed and 
from which we are or ought to bo hoartily 
glad to see hor emerging safoiy towards re- 
covery, on the one hand, and tho long con- 
tinued ogrioulturol dopreBaion In England 
and the deolino of several of her moat im- 
portant industries on the other, ib is an ar- 
gument in favor o2 tho wisdom of tho middle 
course pursued by Canada, avoiding aB sho 
has dono the extremes and consequent evils 
of either ultra" proteotion or ultra free 
trade. Under the most porfeot conditions 
Canada could not bub have been affected by 
the commercial depression in tho countries 
by whioh she ia surrounded and to whioh 
she is commercially related, bub she has 
been enabled to minimize its effects. No 
man can honesbly say, after observing what 
has happened in tho Australia!, in South 
America, in India, in the United 
States and in England, that Canada 
is not, comparatively speaking, well off. 
Wo have paBBed through a period of dopreB- 
aion moro severe in its charaotor and more 
universal in its extent than that of 1873 79 
Infinitely hotter than we did then, whoa 
Canada had a tariff for revenue, only. Sta- 
tistics upon whioh Mr. Wilson so much ro- 
lies amply provo that. 

As to the British Pacific and the aid that 
should bo oxtended to lb, Mr. Wilson has 
clearly plaoed himself outsido of court by 
the faot that the promoters have not asked 
for a subsidy and have not applied for a 
oharter under Dominion laws. To complain 
of the Dominion government fornob extend- 
ing an aid that has not been asked for is, to 
say the least, bogging the question. 

The other issues raised by Mr. Wilson in 
a former lottor, though, I Bubmit, fairly mot, 
havo beon passed over in his latest 
and it may bo assumed that ho regards his 
position as untenable, and mado a safo ro 
troat by avoiding them. 

Mr. Wilson is a gentleman of ability and 
high standing, whoso publio utterances com- 
mand rospoct, and to that, more than to tho 
Ibsuss themselves, is duo tho attention whioh 
his letterB have received ; but the question 
which remains unanswered, and to my mind 
unanswerable, is this: How does Mr. Wilson, 
in laboring to defeat the present adminis- 
tration, expeot to gain the objects which he 
admltB are sololy, direotly and ultoriorly 
what ho has in view? What guarantee, 
assurance or likelihood is there that the 
provinoe will pay lens or got moro from a 
parly, if in power, who have been opposod to 
aaaiatanoe to railways, and pledged to re- 
duction of revenue arising out ot taxation, 
and whoBo puBt record has been one of con- 
sistent and persistent opposition to the ex- 
tension of the benefits and advantages of 
confederation to tho people of British 
Columbia. If It be answered that 
British Columbia will piy less to 
tho Federal treasury in the form of 
revenue undor a reduced tariff, then thero 
will be less to be got back in tho form of ex 
penditure. If the British Pacifio is the 
Bummum bonum of Mr. Wilson's hopeB in 
relation to British Columbia politics, I fear 
that in committing them to tho tender 
mercies of Sir Richard Cartwright, as 
prospectively Liberal Minister of Finanoe 
ho is consigning them to a very deep grave, 
where bo many other hopes llo shrouded and 
oblivious, If Mr. Wilson has up his sleeve 
a programme for a revision ol the terms 
under which British Columbia entered Con- 
federation should the Liberals get elected to 
power, I can assure him ho will not find it a 
trump oard in any game of theirs in whioh 
the material Interests of this province are at 
atake, Federalist.

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THE TREATY OF PEACE. 

Contents of the Convention Which 
Has Terminated the War 
in the Orient. 



General Satisfaction Expressed in 
Japaii-Departure of the Vice- 
roy for Home. 



Two daye before the R. M. S. Ecrpresa of 
China Io. : 1j Japan, vvhloh wan on the 19th 
April, tt waa announced by telegrams from 
Shimonoseki that the peace negotiations 
there In progress had beon terminated, and 
the treaty of poace formally signed at ono 
minute to noon of the 17th. (The Chinese 
plenipotentiaries were roady to conoode tho 
Japanese demands in toto, and this being the 
case tho representatives of tho victorious 
power realized that they would only alienate 
European sympathy by a prolongation of 
the war, particularly aftor China's veteran 
ambassador had been Incapacitated by th< 
bullet of a fanatical would-be assassin. Im 
modiately on the completion of th 
Important business that had called 
him thither, Li Hung Chang left 
his hotel, tho old InsetBujl temple, and 
embarked on tho steamer Kungyi, which at 
once hoisted tho Chinese and German flags 
and steamed slo.vly away on the 18th 
Count Ito and Viscount Mutau also loft 
Shimonosoki the samo day, on the Yae 
yam a. Rumor has it that immediately on 
the peace treaty being ratified by tho Jap 
aneso Emperor, an extraordinary soBsion of 
tho Imperial diot will be oonvened. Tho 
time allowed for ratification of tho treaty is 
throo weeks from its date, and it has boon 
agreed to extend the period of the armistice 
to May 8. In caao of the treaty not being 
ratified during the time specified it necoa 
Barily bocomes void. 

Ab to the terms of the convention, little 
information ia to be gleaned from tho Jap 
anoae presa. Tho treaty contalna twenty 
four articles In addition to a few supple 
mentary provisions, and provides distinctly 
for the recognition of the Independ- 
ence of Korea, tho abolition of 
the extra-territorial rights of Chlneso 
la Japan and tbo maintenance of that right 
by Japan in China, with certain commercial 
benefits. China furthermore agrees to oedo 
to Japan a large portion of the Shlnking 
province — tho region on tho ooaat of the 
Yellow sea, bounded on the north by 
line extending from Yingkln to Ltaoyang, 
Denshodai exoludod, and from Llenshan 
kan to the Korean frontier at Ioho, by way 
of Fung-whang, the entire traot to the 
south of the Valu to the rivor Liao Includ- 
ing Port Arthur, Kinohow, Yingkin, Hal- 
chlng and Chivilienching — with also the 
Pescadores and Formoaa. Cash indemnity 
of 200,000,000 taels is further to be paid, In 
five annua), instalment*, and Japan agrees 
not to occupy any portion of Chinese terri- 
tory, even temporarily, aa a guarantee of 
tho execution of the treaty. 

The majority of tho thinking Japaneso 
regard the outcome of the war with un- 
qualified satisfaction, and take pride in the 
knowledge that their countrymon realize 
when it is time to atay the hand of war. 
There are of courae a few hot heads — the 
red war party — who would fain see a polloy 
of aggression, oppression and acquisition by 
the aword inaugurated, and who look upon 
the Japanese aa the maaters of tho universe. 
To this party the editor of tho Kokumin, 
one of seven leading Japanese paperB re- 
cently Busjpended, evidently belonga, as wit- 
cesa the following brilliant efforb : 

"The Australian fear the Japanese. 
Theae poor timid folka are greatly frlghtoned 
for they apprehend aggression on the part of 
the Japanese. Do not bo afraid 1 The 
Japanese are not the kind of people to reck- 
lessly adopt the principle of aggression. 
Yet stop and think awhile 1 To whom did 
Australia originally belong 3 Tho present 
Australians were not the original masters of 
the continent. They invadod the land aa 
barbarously does the raven desoend upon 
tho peaceful dove-coto. To apprehend 
danger from tho natural expansion of another 
country, without thinking of one's own 
aotion, ia a bit selfish, ia It not ?" 
" Peaceful dove-cote " la good, 

The Moscow Gazette publishes the follow- 
ing announcement : " Disturbances have 
latterly been of frequent occurrence In the 
Semiretchenak ten itory on tho frontier bo- 
twoon Russian Turkestan and China ; special 
commissioners will be appointed on May 1 
in the dlatriota of Bakhta, Naryn-Koltch- 
sryn and Atbaaba, with full powers to settle 
border disputes." 

General Von Hanneken haB so far loat hla 
popularity among the Chinese in Peking 
that his personal safely is endangered, and 
he has decided to go home, leaving China 
aboub the end of April. 



THE DDBBANT MURDERS- 

Another Sensation!— A Serious Accusation 
Against tho Prisoner. 

San Frak CISCO, April 30. — Anothor son- 
aatlonal rumor ^is afloat rogarding Durrant, 
tho acouaed murdoror ;of two glrla in Em- 
manuel Baptist churoh in thiB city. If tho 
rumor proves truo it would throw much 
lighb on the murders. 

This report comos from on Oakland clti- 
zon who Qvors that a high official of that 
city haa communioatod to Chlof Crowloy a 
statement to the effoot that a San Francisco 
physician had informod an Oakland follow 
practitioner that aomo time ago he had been 
called on to attend professionally a 15-year- 
old daughter of a Ban Francisco man, who 
claimed that sho had boon lured to tho 
belfry of Emmanuel church, and there 
ruinod by Durrant. Tho physician, it Is 
said, because of tho othlca of tho profession, 
had not Informed tho police hitherto. 

Chief Crowley when aBked as to tho truth 
of this rumor at first evaded reply, and then 
said the police had found no suoh dootor. 
When pressed for a positive answer Chief 
Crowley rcfuaed to olther affirm or deny the 
report. 

TROUBLESOME INDIANS. 

Difficulty In North Dakota-U. 8. Marshals 
Driven Off-Troops SenO'or. 

Winnipeg, April 30.— (Spoolal)— A Kil- 
larnoy dispatch aaya that trouble on tho 
North Dakota aldo of the boundary noar 
thoro Is oauBod by tho arrosb of sovoral ring- 
leaders of the Indiana for cutting wood on 
United States govornmont lands without 
authority. Tho Indians resisted tho arrest 
of their leaders, and drove off tho marahala. 
Word of tho affair waa tolographod to St. 
Paul, and troops oro aoon expootod on tho 
aoono. 

A child waa curod of croup by a dose or two 
of Ayor's Cherry Pectoral. A neighbor's child 
died of tho samo dread disease, while tho 
father waa gotting ready to call tho dootor.

Yesterday's Empress of China brought 
from Yokohama the alarming news that 
cholera is working aad havoc among tho 
Japanoae troopa reoontly dispatched from 
Hiroihima on tho Peaoadores expedition, 
over 400 oases having developed among the 
4,000 men of tho brigade, with upwards of 
100 doaths. Nor has tho dread diaeaao as 
yob boon etampod out at Moji, though horoio 
effortB aro being made to aoouro ita oxlor 
mination. Tho^great fear of tho Japaneao 
iB that the plague may got a foothold In tho 
main body of the returning armies and a 
harvoBt of doath result. Mr. Nakagawa, 
tho Japaneao conBul ab Hongkong, telegraphs 
hia government from that port that "over 
ten oaaea of black plague »ro reported daily 
ab Macao, and ib ia bolievod tho plague id 
also prevalent in the Kuang-tung province." 

Thab the authorities aro taking onergotie 
action to prevent tbe exporb of the plague 
to the United States Ib evidonood by the fol 
lowing lotter, a copy of which waa rooclved 
by Dr. George H. Duncan last evening. 
Similar precautionary measures will no 
doubt be adopted by tho ropresentativoB of 
Canada without delay : 

Yokohama, April IS, 1895.

Silt :— My last report waa written March 
19, and enclosed copies of telegrams an 
nounoing the ooonrrenoo of a few, chiefly 
isolated, aaaes of cholora an tho Japaneao 
ports in diroct communication with the Boat 
cf war, viz, Ujina, Moji, oto., all in South- 
ern Japan, some five hundred miles from 
Yokohama. Since tho date mentioned, im- 

Cortatione of cholora to the same region have 
ean of frequent occurrence, Boarcoly a 
transport or man-of-war arriving, either 
from Manohuria or the Pescadores, without 
oao or more cases of cholera on board. The 
very active measuroB tuken by tho author!- 
tiea have, however, so far, proved Buooesaful 
in controlling tho spread of the disease, 
which has nowhere in Japan assumed epi- 
demio form. There waa lust night a dis- 
quieting report thab single oasea have ap- 
peared in Matauyama, on the largo island of 
Kinahin, at gome distance from tho naval 
and military stations, and in the great 
central city of Osaka. Tho proof of the 
genulnoncss of these cases Is, however, not 
yet complete. 

Tbe situation ia unquestionably a gravo 
one. Peaoe ha) been coneluded by the 
plenipotentiaries, and, if ratified, will 
npeedily be followed by the return of tho 
armies and large bodiea of coolies em- 
ployed in transportation, who, In dispersing 
bo their homes, will almost inevitably dis- 
tribute diseaeo widely throughout bhe coun- 
try. The govornmonb will bravely grapple 
with tho danger, but conditions more favor- 
able for tho introduction and propagation of 
epidemio disease ean scarcely be imagined. 

Inspection of all vessels ocming from bub- 
peoted localities, domestio and foreign, to 
be followed, of courae, by tho neceaaory 
quarantine where required, is alroady in 
force throughout Japan. In this connection 
I may 6ay that a new quarantine station for 
Yokohama and Tokio haa jusb boon com- 
pleted at Nagahama, some ten miles below 
this port, which in complotonosa of equip- 
ment, convenience, and in itB provision for 
tho oomfort and welfare of those detained 
for observation or treatment, ia probably un- 
surpassed in any country. The control 
of this Btation is veBtod In tho hands 
of my English colloagueB, Dr. Wheeler 
and myself, ao aonior health officera of tho 
port of Yokohama, a largo and competent 
stall assisting us. 

After consultation with the CohbuI- 
Gonoral, Mr. N. J. Molvor, lo boa boon do- 
cided to enforce tho moat rigid inspection of 
all ships bound for the United States, the 
poraonoi examination to Includo all on 
board, irrespective of class of passage or of 
tho point at which thoy have enterod tho 
ship. 

Should any cmorgency occur warranting 
such action I shall immediately cablo you 
through tho U.S. Consul Genoral.
